EARLY DRINK LAWS. 


Property of Drunkards Treated a. 

That of linnatics. 

Saniuel Morewood, a British collector 
of excise, who wrote his excellent work 
on inebriating liquors at the very time 
when the drinking of distilled spirits 
was at its height in this country, 
mainly in; 1S26-30, makes the following: 
judicious remarks in reference to the 
same: 

“That it (excessive drunkenness in 
America) is a great evil all admit, and 
it can only he accounted for from a 
combination of circumstances which 
rarely occurs in other places. * * * In¬ 
deed when the moral habits become 
once depraved it is difficult to restore 
the mind to the exercise of religious 
pursuits. * * * In 1821 the American 
legislature wisely enacted a law which 
places the concerns and property of 
habitual drunkards in the hands of a 
committee of the court of chancery, 
thus extending to them the jurisdiction 
exercised by the court with regard to 
the estates of lunatics. * * * No won¬ 
der that so awful and calamitous a 
state would await such a number of in¬ 
dividuals when we find that even hoys 
acquire the habit of drinking much ear¬ 
lier than they do in Europe. * * * It is 
no uncommon thing to see a hoy of 12 
or 14 years old, with a cigar in his 
mouth, walk into a tavern in the fore¬ 
noon to take a glass of brandy and bit¬ 
ters to quench that, thirst which the free 
use of tobacco always occasions, and it 
is well known; that habits, when early 
contracted, become in some measure 
constitutional. * * * Forty millions of 
dollars, it is thought, are thrown away 
annually on spirits in the States, and it 
is: frightful to think that among the 
•prosecutionsfor irregularity in one year 
at New York 800 of these cases arose 
from; intemperance, while of 780 per¬ 
sona committed the same year to the 


Till Early and Often to Keep Ahead 
of the Weeds—When to Thin. 

The Cornell agricultural station has 
issued soma observations and concln 
sions in regard to the sugar beet, based 
upon field work during 1898, the data 
being, mnch of it, the reports of farm¬ 
ers to whom seed had been sent for the 
purpose of carrying on this work. One 
point clearly brought out, according to 
the report; is the serions mistake made 
by many growers by deferring the first 
working of the soil till the plants had, 
attained considerable size and strength. 
As soon- as the rows can be followed a 
hand cultivator (or lacking this a hand 
hoe) should be used to loosen the soil 
near the plants and check any weeds 
that may be attempting to gain a foot¬ 
hold. Again, some failed to do the thin¬ 
ning till the plants were too large. Not 
only were the plants injured by the re¬ 
moval of those taken out, but the labor 
involved in thinning these overgrown 
beets: is several times what it would be 
if the work were done at the right time. 

Bunch the plants with a narrow hoe 
when they are from one-half inch to 1)4 
inches high, and thin them to one in a 
placewhen they are two or three inches 
high. 

Frequent light tillage is the secret of 
economically keeping ahead of the 
weeds, bnt as a rule beets receiving 
horse culture made better growth than 
those receiving hand culture only. The 
deeper tillage seems to: be favorable for 
best results. 

It is usually recommended that beets 
be thinned: at about: the time the second 
pair of leaves appear. It is found in 
practice that it frequently is impossible 
to thin the beets at the time recom¬ 
mended. From experiment at the sta¬ 
tion it appears that the yield per acre 
was considerably more where the thin¬ 
ning was delayed until the beets had 
made considerable growth. This indi¬ 
cates that where conditions are favor¬ 
able considerable range may be taken as 
to time of thinning. With the weather 
cool, and the soil moist thinning may 
safely be done when the beets have at¬ 
tained a height of three to four inches. 
However, thinning is such a slow proc¬ 
ess that it would better bo commenced 
on time—viz, when the second pair of 
leaves appear, the plants shook! at least 
be bunched. The hunches may then 
safely be allowed to remain for a week 
or ten days, before the beetsare thinned 
to a stand of one beet in a place. If one 
could always be certain that the weath¬ 
er would be cool and the soil moist, 
then there would not be the imperative 
necessity for beginning thinning early. 
If thinning be delayed until there exists 
drought accompanied by hot weather, 
the growth of the plants may he seri¬ 
ously impaired if the plants are not en¬ 
tirely destroyed.

1. “If ye then be risen with Christ, 
seek those things which are above, where 
Christ sitteth on the right hand of God. 
As soon as wo receive the Lord Jesus, wo 
become out? with Him in His standing be¬ 
fore God. We are said to be crucified with 
Him, burled with Him, quickened with 
Him, raised up with Him and made to sit 
with Him in tho heavenlies (Gal. ii, 20 
Eph. ii, 6, 6; Col. ii, 13). Wo arc no 
longer citizens of earth, hut citizens of 
heaven, and pilgrims and strangers here 
(Phil, iii, 20; I Pet. ii, 11). Wo are still 
sojourners on tho earth for His sako, in 
the world, but not of it; He in heaven for 
ns, and we here for Him; Ho the head 
and wo the members of His body. 

3, 3. “Set your affection on things 
above, nob on things on tho earth. For 
ye are dead, and your life is hid with 
Christ in God.” As a person, who is lit¬ 
erally dead is indifferent to all things 
about him, so wo who are dead with 
Christ should bo indifferent to all things 
about ns which are not of God. Wc have 
died with Him and Ho at God’s right 
hand is now our life, beyond all power of 
men or demons or satan himself. 

4. “When Christ, who is our life, shall 
appear, then shall ye also appear with 
Him in glory.” Ho shall appear the sec 
ond time without sin unto salvation (Hob. 
ix, 88). Then we shall be like Him, hav¬ 
ing seen Him as He is (I John iii, 2), and 
having met Him in the air (I Thess. iv, 
10, 17) we shall return with Him to tho 
earth to deliver Israel and to establish 
here His kingdom of peace (Rev. xix, 
11-16). All this have wo often heard, but 
perhaps never truly appropriated. 

5-7. “Mortify therefore your members 
which are upon the earth.” They that 
aro after the flesh mind the things of tho 
flesh, they mind earthly things (Rom. 
viil, 5; Phil, iii, 19). Serving divers 
lusts and pleasures, they yield their mem¬ 
bers as instruments of unrighteousness 
unto sin (Titus iii, 3; Rom. vi, 13). Tho 
God in whose hand their breath is and 
whoso aro all their ways they do not 
glorify (Dan. v, 23). When wo are con¬ 
vinced of our sin and receivo Jesns Christ 
as onr Saviour, wo then have a divine 
nature which wants none of these things, 
but tho old sinful nature is stiff in us and 
will desire the old sinful ways. This wo 
must mortify by constant denial of self. 
To pity and please self is not Christliko 
(Math, xvi, 22; margin and Rom. xv, 3). 

8, 9. “Ye have pub off the oldman with 
his deeds.” In Eph. iv, 22, it is written, 
“Put off concerning the former conversa¬ 
tion, the old man, which is corrupt, ac¬ 
cording to tho deceitful losts.” All these 
anger, wrath, malice, filthy conversa¬ 
tion, etc.—aro dishonoring to God and un¬ 
becoming in a child of God. Tho child of 
God must very decidedly have done with 
them, lest ho grieve the Holy Spirit of God 
whereby we arc sealed unto the day of re¬ 
demption (Eph. iv, 30). Many a true 
believer, who is troubled more or less by 
the desires of tho old nature would fain 
have victory, but constantly,tries and 
foils. Tho victory is found only in Christ; 
a look of helplessness to Him, and the cry 
“Thine is the power” will never fail to 
ho answered. 

10, 11. “Put on tho new man which is 
renewed in knowledge after tho image of 
Him that created him.” In Eph. iv, 2-1 
it is “Put on the new man which after 
God is created in righteousness and true 
holiness.” The believer is always de¬ 
livered unto death for Jesns’ sake that tho 
life of Jesus may be mado manifest in our 
mortal flesh (II Cor. iv, 11). This mani¬ 
festation of tho new man in us will bo in 
proportion to onr realization of onr posi¬ 
tion in Christ as risen with Him and com¬ 
ing with Him in His glory. 

12. “Put on therefore, as the elect of 
God, holy and beloved, bowels of mercies, 
kindness, humbleness of mind, meekness, 
long suffering. ” Wo were chosen in Him 
before the foundation of tho world that 
we should be holy and without blame be¬ 
fore Him in lovo. To this, end Ho by His 
grace has made us accepted in the Beloved 
and given unto us in Him redemption 
through His blood, tho forgiveness of sins 
(Eph. i, 4, 6, 7). As Christ was God’s 
elect to reveal the Father, so wo are elect 
to reveal Christ, for tho world cannot sec 
Him except as they see Him in us. Hu¬ 
mility, meekness and. tho graces men¬ 
tioned in this verse when seen in our lives 
reveal Clu-ist in us and glorify God. Wo 
do not And in Scripture that God has 
chosen some for heaven and some for hell, 
for Ho is not willing that any should 
perish (II Pet. iii, 9), but He has chosen 
some that through them Ho may bless 
others, and. this is the doctrine of elec¬ 
tion. 

13. “Forbearing one another and for¬ 
giving one another, if any man have a 
quarrel against any: oven as Christ for¬ 
gave you, so also do ye.” The margin 
for quarrel Is complaint. If all complaints 
were ns freely forgiven as Christ forgives 
us, how much happier many would be! 
Eph. iv, 33, says, “Be ye kind one to 
another, tender hearted, forgiving one 
another, even as God for Christ’s sake 
hath forgiven you.’ ’ Tho story of the un¬ 
forgiving servant in Math, xviii, 22-35, is 
too often illustrated. God has freely for¬ 
given us millions of offenses. 

14. “And above all these things put on 
charity (love), which is the bond of per¬ 
fectness.” What love is and its value and 
how it manifests itself is fully told in I 
Cor. xiii, which is a photograph of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, and, though His name 
is not found in it, it is no more needed 
than the name of an intimate friend is 
needed on his photo. “Hereby porceive 
wo tho love of God, because He laid down 
His life for us.” “Herein is love, not 
that we loved God, hut that Ho loved ns 
»nd sent His Son to ho tho propitiation 
for our sins” (I John iff , 16; iv, 10). Un¬ 
less wo are willing to lay down our lives 
for the brethren the less we say about our 
love to God tho better, but wo may over 
talk and sing of His love to us, which is 
high as heaven above ours to Him, and 
ns we become occupied with His lovo to 
us we will manifest more love to others 
In our lives. 

15. “And let tho peace of God rule in 
pur hearts, to the which also ‘ye aro 
called in one body, and be ye thankful ” 
Tho next verso says, .“Let tho word of 
Christ dwell in you richly in all wisdom,” 
and the next exhorts us to do all tilings 
in tho name of the Lord Jesus, giving 
thanks to God the Father by Him. Clu-ist 
Is the pence of God (Eph. ii, 14) and Ho 
kill gladly rule in tho heart that is 
(fielded to Him.

WHAT DOES MILK COST? 


Pis 


nrlngr the Financial End of the 
Dairy Business. 

There is probably no fanning ques¬ 
tion as to which there is so wide disa¬ 
greement among farmers as there is 
about the cost of milk, says the’ Boston 
Cultivator. It undoubtedly costs more 
in winter than it does in summer, and 
this was especially true under the old 
time system of feeding on dry hay and 
cornstalks, with sometimes a little grain 
for variety, which, however, usually 
went to make fat oh the body rather 
than to increase the milk flow. There 
was no inducement in those days to 
have cows calve in the fall, for the fresh 
flow came at a season when it was al¬ 
most impossible to keep it np. Milk is 
always dearer in winter than in sum¬ 
mer, hut under these conditions the 
slightly increased price did not pay the 
extra cost, and all the winter made 
milk had to be sold, at a loss. 

Now, however, a farmer who has a 
basement barn and silos to ensilage his 
corn fodder can have cows drop their 
calves in the fall with some confidence 
that the winter product will pay its 
cost. Corn fodder is so much cheaper 
than is pasture on high priced land that 
if it can he given in succulent form 
and if cows can he protected from win¬ 
ter’s cold the winter’s milk does not 
cost any more than that made in sum¬ 
mer, where the main dependence is on 
pasture. We believe that good pasture 
in June will bring more milk from a 
new milk cow than will any other 
feed. Bnt that is not saying that even 
then it is the cheapest feed. It must be 
remembered also that June pasture fills 
out only a small part of the summer. 

The grass is sappy and innutritions 
in May, and by July or August it either 
grows hard .find woody or dries up so 
that cows will not eat so much of it, 
and what they do eat will not make so 
much milk. So great is the need of ex¬ 
tra feed for cows at this time that corn 
drilled for fodder is often cut before it 
has even got into blossom, and when it 
of course has very little nutrition. So 
soon as corn matures sufficiently, that 
will furnish a ration that will material¬ 
ly increase the milk flow in cows at 
pasture. Indeed many of the best farm¬ 
ers put their cows in darkened stables 
daring August heats, partly to protect 
them from flies. They find that entire 
reliance on soiling with green corn or 
with clover makes a larger milk flow, 
and makes it more cheaply than does 
reliance on pasture, even when corn is 
cut and fed daily as an adjunct to it. 

This, we think, pretty nearly proves 
that, considering results, the winter 
feed of cows costs less than it does while 
they are at pasture. Most farmers de¬ 
ceive themselves into thinking that 
their summer pasture costs nothing, be¬ 
cause they expend neither money nor 
labor to secure its product. The cow is 
turned in, eating with one mouth, bnt 
all the time trampling the tender grass 
with four feet, soiling the grass, besides 
more or less bruising it and injuring its 
roots. If the pasture is clover, this in 
jnjy is so serions that stock ought nev 
er to he turned into a clover field until 
it is nearly ready to blossom. Until 
this time clover is about the poorest 
feed that can he offered to a cow. Bnt 
turn a cow into a field of clover when 
it is in blossoms, and what will he the 
result ? She will trample through it, bit¬ 
ing off the clover heads and soiling or 
destroying fully twice as much as she 
eats. If the same clover were cut and 
fed green to the cow, she cannot sepa 
rate tlie heads .from the stem so well 
and will eat the whole of it. In this 
way three times as much feed will he 
got from an acre of clover as can be se¬ 
cured by pasturing. Some of the clover 
will he soiled so that the cow will not 
touch it through the remaindet-of the 
season. 

Every farmer who has pastured clover 
knows that toward fall, while most of 
the ground will he eaten down almost 
to the roots, there will he a considerable 
portion that has grown hard and woody, 
so that it has little nutritive value. 
When the clover is'eaten off early, the 
second growth promptly springs np and 
is both palatable and nutritious. That 
is what grows up after the first crop 
has been cut for soiling or for hay. 
second, third and even fourth crop of 
clover may be grown if the soil is rich 
enough, and each one will be more nu 
tritious than the first. This repeated 
cutting of clover is far better for the 
root growth than pasturing it can be, 
for in pasturing tlie constant trampling 
of the ground hurts the plant and less¬ 
ens both its root and top growth. In 
short, clover will usually produce not 
only three times as much feed when cut 
with a scythe or mower as when pas¬ 
tured, but it is nearly or quite three 
times as much benefit to the land, 
When the clover is cut. more or less 
leaves fall upon the soil, and it is the 
rotting of these that doubles and trebles 
the growth that the clover would other- 
; wise make. The cow returns only the 
excrement from the clover she eats, but 
that is not in condition to help the 
clover growth materially the same sea¬ 
son.

Sow Plenty of Clover Seed. 

The farmer who would keep up‘and 
ever be increasing the fertility of his 
land cannot well sow too much clover 
seed. _ In general, early sowing is best, 
especially if the ground is heaved or 
honeycombed with frost, as the seed 
will he well covered and thus protected 
from the late spring frosts. If sown 
late, the ground should be harrowed, 
even if it is in wheat, with a light slope 
toothed or common spike toothed har¬ 
row, as both the wheat and the clover 
seed will he greatly benefited by the 
operation. Sow plenty of seed — ten 
pounds to the acre is not too much, and 
if you do not harrow it will pay to sow 
at different times, some early and some 
later, cross sowing, it. This is the ad¬ 
vice of an Orange Judd correspondent, 
who adds;- Where clover sown last 
spring is much lifted or “spewed, ” as a 
great deal of it is this spring, the best 
treatment is to reseed the ground, heav¬ 
ily with a mixture of red clover and 
crimson clover seed, and sow upon it 
soma good brand of commercial ferti¬ 
lizer at the-rate of 200 pounds to the 
acre.
